Why i- it the persimmon is not 
more Iw/hly regarded as a fruit? 
True, it is ditlieult In get it at ju^t 
the right stage to avoul the "pucker,'' 
hut well-riiHjned and frosted fruit 
most persons would surely eo.-.si.ler 
delicious, and worth a little trouble 
to produce. Possibly, says Vehau'v 
iiii.nllily. it is becau-e the ripe fruil 
i- ditlieult to handle. Whatibknowu 
aa the Japanese persimmon is more 
encouraging to grow than our native 

ones in respect to the size of (h» 
fruit, being fully twice as large. But 
it will not thrive further north than 
I'hiladi Iphia. and eveti then- it is un - 
certain. The Uavor is a little lesi 
sweet, but with less "pucker." 

Of lirte atti ntion has been given tO 
the iraproveiueut of our native per- 
simmon, and it has been attended by 
more or less success. Some arc al- 
most or entire! V s.cdle-.-. and absence 
of most of the jiuckcring is notice- 
able. One promising variety has 
been named Cold l>n)|). for which 
Is claimed earliiu'.-s coming into bear- 
ing, extreme hardiness, unusually 
large and gocd shape, fine yellow col- 
or, flesh melting and with but little 
pucker when ripe. 

The American persimmon makes a 
hanil-unic tree ornamentally consld- 
cretL It has dark, green leaves that 
remain on late in the fall.
